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Recommendations

JEVEttAL recommendations made by the royal 
commission investigating dominion-provincial re¬ 
lations deserve the interested attention of Canadian 
electors. The public concern is necessary before any 
government is likely to act upon the recommendations, 
and without action, the woik of the commission, and the 
expense, are wasted. 

Respecting municipalities, the report found that real 
estate-taxation was too rigid for a country like Canada: 
that municipalities lacked adequate taxation powers to 
finance their responsibilities. The Commission suggest¬ 
ed that crown property used for normal commercial pur¬ 
poses or in profit making enterprises (such as a liquor 
store) should be subject to taxation on the same basis 
as private enterprise. 

The proposal that the Dominion government should 
assume all provincial debt and relief costs, if the prov¬ 
ince would withdraw from the field of income and cor 
poration tax, would place the provinces on greatly im¬ 
proved financial footing. This would make possible re¬ 
form and reorganization within its own limits, notably 
in the municipal field. 

“Provincial governments,” it says, “should be specifi¬ 
cally empowered to legislate regarding municipal debt, 
and the province shouid stand firmly behind the credit of 
municipal bodies.” 

The commission noted that municipalities raised 31% 
of combined Canadian governmental revenues in 193* 
and in no field is local knowledge and responsibility 
more important. Resources might be pooled to create 
more uniform and higher standard of services :is 
amongst municipalities. The great variation in stahd- 
ards of roads is one striking inequality as between rich 
and poor districts. To a lesser degree is variation in 
welfare and educational services. The benefits and the 
costs could be distributed more equitably, to overcome 
sectional advantages. 

The commission advised that provinces could super¬ 
vise very., closely municipal borrowing, budgeting and 
, administrative practice, developing a municipal service 
of high standard “adequately trained, professionally 
trained and politically free, similar to the ideal civil ser¬ 
vice.” .

The Nazis are 
fighting this war from every angle, not the least being the 
psychological. They keep their people from hearing ill 
news, but they also strive to feed the enemy with ill news 
in the hope of. depressing his spirits. They have good rea¬ 
son for thisj but there is no reason why we should lend 
them any facilities. 

It is pretty tough but what are you going to do about 
it. Ninety-nine per cent, of refugees from stricken areas 
are haters of Ger many, but one man is a spy or saboteu: 
who has joined the throng so he can pursue his nefarious 
trade. We learned about him in Norway and Denmark, in 
Holland and Belgian, so Britain now has to suspect, in- 
spect, and restrict or intern all refugees. It shows what 
evil one can do to many. Hundreds of motor cap drivers 
never stop to pick up a hitch-hiker because one out of a 
hundred thumbers has held up and robbed his benefactor. 

Wonder what an exiled ex-Kai^&r thinks now of his su¬ 
perior people who drove from her own country the Queer, 
who had given him asylum in her country when he fled 
from his own. 

Wonder, too, w)(at Lindbergh thinks When he reads of 
a German attempt to kidnap that Queen, after failing tv 
kidnap the K ng of Norway. Has it ever occurred to him 
to send back that decoration he got from Germany? 

„ _ ^ _ —I 

We feel the same way about it as many Americans do— 
awfully disappointed that the Allies did not make a better 
showing. At the same- time we doubt if the United States 
and Canada could have put up a better fight. There is not 
much use going in for recrimination but the United States 
are largely to blame. They promoted the League of Na 
tions; tnen went back on it. Britain stood by it and declined 
to prepare, though well awaie that'Germany was arming to 
the teeth. Like the United States, Canada is sympathetic 
i\> the Allies and Is piepared to do anything short of wai 
to help them. 

Having had no experience in war for a hundied years the- 
-Norwegians and Dutch armies in retreat refused to blow¬ 
up roads and bridges, but left them standing. It was fru¬ 
gality—it was not war.

Jt is not ever yet. Joe Lewis did not become heavyweight 
champion of the worldfiy licking a bunch of lightweights.

The Germans had the edge in other ways until they tackl¬ 
ed the Allies they had to fight novices. It was a contest 
of experts against amateurs. Besides the training, the ex¬ 
perts had the will to war, the lust to kill. The novices had 
neither. For three, four, five years or more, the Germans 
had done nothing else but march, drill and become profic¬ 
ient in one thing only. Tfiey became specialists and have 
ad professional experience in their operations against 
small states which served as “cases.” 

W hat bravery and chivalry Mussolini displays when he 
orders young Fascists to insult Britishers living in Italian 
cities! He gives them a holiday so they can parade and 
sing hymns of hate against the few British residents, 
.'hut-chill could do the same against Italians in English ci 
e.s or we could do the same in Canada. No courage is re 
|uire<L All that is needed is boorishness. Italians living 
heie ought to let him know that thdy are being treated 
•ivilly in Canada, but that his conduct may induce repris¬ 
als. 


TTMIE twenty-fourth of May has arrived at last, in 
■*" spite of all forebodings. There has been no doubt 
that it would come and go as a calendar date, but the 
fear was that it would not bloom forth in the full glorv 
of spring attire.

After a harsh and erratic 
season we are entering the glory of w-arm spring days, 
and flowing life. The miracle of a world re-clothed 
never fails. It is one oft repeated experience of this 
weary world, which never grows rtale. never fails to 
stir in every human being, a spirit of wonder, rejoicing 
and reverence.

The census of 1931 showed there 
were 156,726 Jewish people in Canada. 
The first wave of Jewish immigration 
to this- country started about 1881 
when widespread massacres of Jews 
occurred in Russia. There was fur¬ 
ther persecution of the people of this 
lace in the early years of the present 
century in Russia and Roumania. and 
this »u> followed by another influx. 

The Canadian Jewish population is 
concentrated in three provinces— 
62,000 in Ontario, 60,000 in Quebec, 
chiefly -in Montreal, - and 19,341 in 
Manitoba, of which all but 2,000 arc 
located in Winnipeg. \ . . 

Winnipeg is the most Jewish city in 
Canada, 7.87 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion being Hebrews. They take a lead¬ 
ing part in the professions, particular¬ 
ly in law and medicine, and also as 
musicians and music teachers. There 
ate more than twice as many Jewish 
members in the legal profession in 
Winnipeg in proportion to the total 
number as in Montreal, and nearly 
twice as many as in Toronto. Similar¬ 
ly in the medical profession. In Win¬ 
nipeg 11.4 per cent of the physicians 
and surgeons are Jew's. In Toronto 
they are 5.2 per cent, and iqi Montreal 
8.4 per cent. 

Rusinesshas always attracted the 
Jewish people in Canada and not a 
love of the soil. In 1931 only 2,188 
out of a total population of 156,726 
were engaged in farming. Some 36 
per cent were engaged in merchandis¬ 
ing, 29 per cent, in manufacturing and 
10 per cent in clerical work and 5 per 
cent in the professions. In the east 
240 Jews were working on 129 farms 
andln’the west 542 W'ere working on 
348 farms,—Hanna Herald.

The British Commonwealth Air 
Training plan is on a long term basis 
and cannot be altered without full 
onsultation of all units of the scheme. 
The three-year scheme called for ex¬ 
penditure of $600,000,000 of which 
Canada’s part is $350,000,000. It 
would require 40,000 officers, airmen 
and civilians to operate. . The plan is 
worked out in the United Kingdom not 
by Canada. It is geared to British 
aircraft production schedule, and Bri- 
ain prefers a large number of trained 
lien at later date, rather than a smal¬ 
ler number earlier. 

Opposition Speaks 

R. B. Hanson, leader of the Conser¬ 
vatives, said the first division had gone 
overseas poorly clad and with obsolete 
weapons and the public was alarmed 
at the government indifference. He 
said emphasis had been placed on de¬ 
fence action in Canada instead of com- 
non defence of .the British Empire 
and the gallant Allies., 

M. J. Coldwell, C. C. F. leader in 
olace of Mr. Woodsworth, said it was 
n the field of mechanized warfare that 
he Allied cause is deficient, and it is 
n this field that Canada must rendei 
greatest assistance.

Chemurgy New Aid 
Specialized Crop

Chemurgy is the application of sci¬ 
ence to the problems of agriculture 
with the object of discovering new us¬ 
es for farm products. 

Considerable success has attended 
the development of chemurgy in the 
United States, particularly with suclj 
specialized crops . as soy beans, pea¬ 
nuts, cotton, etc. Little, if any, pro¬ 
gress has been made to date with such 
staple grain crops as wheat, oats and 
barley. 

But it may be a mistake to\rgjse 
fanners’ hopes too high. Judging by 
what has been done to date, farm pro¬ 
ducts must be very low-priced indeed 
in order to be available for chemurgic 
processing* 

In Germany they turn out sugar 
from wood. Undoubtedly' in time we 
could learn to do the same thing in Al¬ 
berta and turn out sugar from fence 
posts. But is it not better to utilize the 
cheaper method of using sugar beets * 
Bananas Here? 

Italy makes wool from skim milk, 
but it is much higher in price and not 
to be compared in quality to the ex¬ 
cellent wool from Alberta sheep. 

There is no doubt but that Alberta 
could grow its requirements of citrus 
fruit, and even bananas, if sufficient 
acreage was placed under glass. But it 
is, much better and cheaper to buy 
these products from countries where 
they grow naturally and have those 
countries in turn, buy from us pro¬ 
ducts here—wheat, coarse grains, cat¬ 
tle, hogs, sheep, etc. 

The prairie provinces specialize in 
wheat production. The very best of 
our technical agriculturists have rack 
eii their brains for a crop that will 
take the place of wheat, produce 
equally as well and pay as good a re¬ 
turn. 

Such an excellent authority as Hon. 
Gordon Taggart, minister of agricul¬ 
ture for Saskatchewan, states tha: 
there is no alternative crop to wheat 
which will produce nearly as much 
grain to the acre or, over the years, 
pay as well. 

Wheat Basic Food 

The task, therefore, which faces 
chemurgy on the prairies, is to find 
a use for wheat that will at least pay 
the farmer just as good returns as he 
can obtain in the disposal,of his sur¬ 
plus on the markets of the world. If 
chemurgy requires wheat at prices 
cheaper than normal world levels, it is 
useless to the prairie farmer. 

Wheat is a basic food of the human 
race, and there are millions of people 
living on the verge of starvation who 
would be glad to get it if they could. 

Rut national set-ups operate against 
the free distribution of this valuable 
foodby preventing hungry people from 
obtaining it in various ways. 

The autarchic states are the great¬ 
est enemies of freer trade and free? 
distribution of food products.
